(Change careta to Taylor Swift song — Wildest Dreams) 
Welcome back! We are the AV ladies and, as you may have noticed, today we sound a bit 


different. This is because we are going to talk about Taylor Swift, and specifically about her 
relationships. 


As you may already know, apart from being a big name in the music industry and breaking 
numerous records, Taylor is known for writing songs about her partners, specifically 
break-up songs, and this has opened the door for speculation from her fans, as well as for 
sexist behavior from labels and interviewers.

Today we are going to travel through her dating history, highlighting the most famous 
relationships and discussing the meanings behind the songs known or thought to be 
dedicated to her ex-boyfriends. 


First we must mention her relationship with Joe Jonas. They dated for about three months 
in 2008 until he allegedly broke up with her through a 27-second phone call. It was rumored 
that he had cheated on her with an actress, to whom she dedicated her song “Better than 
revenge”. For him, she wrote “Mr Perfectly Fine”. 


In the song she is always saying how she thought everything was going ok and that joe was 
promising her to always stay, seen in the lyrics “Mr here to stay, Mr. looked me in the eye 
and told me you would never go away” (play song and fade out) 


Next is Taylor Lautner, who she briefly dated in 2009 until December of that year. The song 
“Back to december” is rumored to be about him. The song feels like an apology to him, that 
she regretted breaking up with him and she says her mind always goes back to that 
December. (fade out of “Back to December’) 


Taylor and John Mayer were romantically linked in 2009-2010 after they had collaborated on 
his single “Half of my Heart”. When they were rumored to be dating she was 19 and he was 
32 years old, an age gap of 13 years. There is no doubt that her song “Dear John” is about 
him. In it she explains how he played with her during the relationship until she had enough 
and was able to see things more clearly once they broke up. (fade in of “Dear John - 


instrumental”) 


Dear John, | see it all now that you're gone 
Don't you think | was too young to be messed with? 
The girl in the dress, cried the whole way home.

The media portrayed Mayer as a womanizer who had taken advantage of Taylor's 
vulnerability. 


Following this, Taylor dated Jake Gyllenhaal for about three months from late 2010 to 2011. 
At the time she was 19 while he was 29 years old, an age gap of 10 years. The media 
portrayed Jake as a player who had broken Taylor's heart. 


Taylor's song "All Too Well" is believed to be about their relationship, as well as many of the 
songs of her album “Red”. In November of 2021, she released a ten-minute version of the 
song as well as a short film narrating her relationship and breakup with the actor. (play part 


of the song) 


The main problem of the couple was the different stages of life they were in. Between the 
hurtful truths she speaks about referring to how badly he managed the relationship we can 
have sneak peaks of moments when it seems that everything was fine and those moments 
that could belong to a healthy relationship and that she still recalls. 


In 2012 Taylor began dating Harry Styles and their relationship ended in January 2013. At 
the time Taylor was 22/23 while Harry was 18/19, an age gap of about 4 years. Many have 
claimed that their relationship was a publicity stunt because of the amount of photos and 
public outings she went on with Harry. In comparison to her other relationships which were 
kept mostly private, the few months she was with Harry were heavily publicized which can 
point towards the relationship not being genuine. 


The media portrayed Harry as a heartbreaker who had mistreated Taylor. Her songs "Style" 
and "Out of the Woods" are believed to be about their relationship. However, today the couple 


are friends. (fade out song) 


Taylor and Calvin Harris’s first public appearance as a couple was in April 2015 and they 
lasted a year and three months. They were introduced by their good friend Ellie Goulding. 


They had a misunderstanding due to the song “This is what you came for” that Calvin 
released with Rihanna. Taylor got really upset since she claimed she was the one who wrote 
the song along with Calvin and he did not give her any credits. It all came to an 
understanding and it was true they composed it together. 


The media portrayed Calvin as a supportive boyfriend who had helped her through a difficult 
time in her life. However, their breakup was somewhat messy, with both parties making 
public statements about the end of their relationship. There is not really a specific song that 
is widely assumed to be about Calvin but fans have thought about “I forgot that you existed” 
being about him. 


After this, Taylor and Tom Hiddleston starred in one of the most famous relationships in 
2016. Their romance, which barely lasted three months, was not without controversy, since 
Taylor and Calvin Harris had publicly left their courtship only a few weeks ago. 


Their love was very intense. Fans think that Taylor wrote “Getaway car”, apart from other 
songs, to Tom since the lyrics talk about getting about with someone. This probably is one of 
the less brutal songs and the less mean lyrics she has dedicated to an ex. 


The song narrates the story of a Bonnie and Clyde style couple running away from a heist 
they just committed. The title refers to how she saw Tom as a getaway car from her 
relationship with Calvin harris. 


“Riding in a getaway car, there were sirens in the beat of your heart, should’ve know i'd be 
the first to leave think about the place where you first met me” (play this part of the song and 
fade out) 


Taylor says that Tom should’ve known that in the conditions they started going out it would 
be a short lived relationship. The media portrayed it as a rebound fling for Taylor. 


Finally, we have Joe Alwyn. Taylor and the actor started their relationship in 2016 and they 
are still together after six years. The couple has remained private about everything 
surrounding their relationship although there were rumors of a possible wedding coming up. 


However, there are some very specific songs in which Taylor is clearly talking about Joe and 
she reveals details about their relationship, which has generally been portrayed in a positive 
light. Joe has been considered a supportive partner who has been a positive influence on 
Taylor's life. 


The songs about him are so easy to differentiate, mostly because of how she reveals details 
of their private relationship in her songs in a tender way. She has dedicated songs to him 
such as “Afterglow”, “Paper rings” and "Call it what you want’. Basically the entire album 
“Lover” is about him. 


After having discussed all of this, we decided to ask some “swifties” about their opinions on 
which they think is Taylor's best breakup song.
